17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or exterior) 


The Harley N. Bowers House has a three-bay facade with a right entry. 
The entry door is old if not original, and has small, vertically- 
ranked lights over panels. The trabeated surround has wide plain 
pilasters, a wide plain entablature with a central molding, and a 
simple molded cap. Windows are fitted with 6-over-6 sash. The 
molded main roof cornice shows:a full return across the gable. The 
main portion of the right (north) elevation is blank with the 
exception of a single set of windows at the rear. The left elevation 
has three sets. To the rear is a small parallel extension. 


Architecturally, the Harley N. Bowers House is significant as a good 
example of the Greek Revival style. Despite the modern siding, the 
trabeated entry, gable-to-street orientation, and full cornice return 
are typical of the style. These features, along with the building's 
relatively wide profile, were intended to suggest the massing and 
construction of a classical Greek temple. 
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Harley N. Bowers built this house about 1850 on land purchased from 
Harley Bowers.
